Important Decision. Handed Down by 


the Supreme Court—Say That the 
Law Authorizing County Boards To 
Provide Salaries in Place of Fees, 
Has Been Repealed. ' 


... According to a recent ruling by the 
state supreme court, it appears that the 
Eock county board of supervisors have 
no power to compel the register of deeds 
to accept a salary in place of fees. 


At Madison yesterday was heard the 


case of Dane county against Amund K. 
Beindahl, register 
of deeds of Dane 


county. , 


The Keindahl case arose from the re- 


fusal of Register of Deeds Keindahl, who 
was elected at the last general election, 
to turn his fees into the county treasury 
as provided for by a resolution of the 
county board, and receive the salary 
voted -by the board. 
The salary voted 


was SI,800 a year, and the fees are said 
to.amount to 
from $3,000 to $4,000. 


The suit was brought by the county 
against Mr. R&indahi and the sureties 
on his bond to compel the payment of 
the fees into the county treasury. Mr. 
Beindahl's attorneys demurred to the 
complaint, and the case was dismissed. 
The supreme court affirms the decision 
of the circuit court. 


iHoldB !*»•»•. HaH Been Repealed. 


The demurrer to the complaint, and 


in fact the whole defense ' to the suit, 
was based on1 two technical points, Mr. 
Keiudahf's attorney contending that the 
law authorizing county boards to pro- 
vide salaries in place of fees for registers 
of deeds has been repealed by being 
omitted from the revision of the statutes 
adopted in 1897, and that it was un 
constitutional, the lawyers argued, be- 
cause it was in conflict with the .pro- 
vision of the constitution whi-th provides 
that the town and county government 
shall be uniform throughput the state. 


Justice Winslow 
who 
wrote the 


opinion, holds that the omission from 
the revised statutes of 1897 of ^tbe law 
authorizing county boards to substitute 
salaries for fees repealed the law and 
leaves registers of deeds free to refuse to 
receive their salaries and to keep the 
fees. 
Justice Winslow refers to the'Re- 


port of the legislative committee on re- 
vision of the statutes, which recommend- 
ed that the law in question be omitted 
because it was unconstitutional. The 
opinion does not, however, discuss the 
constitutionality of the law, as 
the 


court holds that it was repealed and 
therefore such discussion was'useless.

An 
artillery duel followed.

aim was the' better, £01- the Boer guns 
were silenced in less.than an hour. 


The Boers, estimated at 9,000, held 


good positions on Dundee hill, north- 
east of Dundee, and on a hill south 
facing toward both wings. The Brit- 
ish charged the instant the Boer bat- 
teries had been quieted. The Boers, 
according to British reports—all, of 
course, that are obtainable .at present— 
were una-ble to stand the charge, and 
after losing half the suns commanding 
their position fell back in disorder. 


Gen. Symons, an experienced fighter, 


eagerly pressed his advantage. Bring- 
ing up -two untouched battalions,, the 
Leicestershire 
and Devonshire, and 


placing the Eighteenth hussars and 
their field batteries, at their head, ho 
pushed on in ^pursuit. 


It was in this^advance that Gen. Sy- 


mons, practically at the head of his 
forces, was 'struck down by a rifle shot 
and wounded in the abdomen. The re- 
ports of the seriousness of his injury 
differ, some saying it is.mortal and 
others that it is -not necessarily .fatal. 
It is certain, however, that the daring 
leader .will be unfit for service for 
some time at least. 


As soon as Gen. Symons had been 


taken to the rear Brig.-Gen. Yule :puk 
command and led the troops on as if 
nothing had happened. 


The battle commenced about 5:30 


o'clock. The preliminary assault was 
made by the King's Royal rifles, for- 
merly the Sixtieth rifles, which suf- 
fered severely at Laing's Nek and Ma- 
juba hill in 1SS1, and the Dublin fusi- 
leers. 


This movement began at 9 o'clock,- 


but was not easily or quickly success- 
ful. 
The ascent to the point where the 


Boer guns.were stationed was toilsome. 
Finally in the face of a terrific but 
poorly aimed fire the almost inaccessi- 
ble heights were crowned. 


There a hand to hand fight raged for 


over four hours, the British finally 
carrying the position at 1:30 o'clock. 


At this particular point :the Boers 


had five guns, which were all promptly 
captured. 


Then the Boer retreat began. Down 


the hillside and into the valley the 
fugitives poured like frightened sheep. 
They were followed quickly by fresh 
troops from the field below. 


The fighting in the valley was still 


on when the last reports were received 
in London. 


It is quite evident that the Boer 


campaign had been planned to include 
an assault on Glencoe and another one 
from Hattingspruit, opposite the .Brit- 
ish right flank, almost simultaneously. 
This was undoubtedly intended for a 
wide flank movement and would have 
compromised Glencoe. 
At the same 


time a similar demonstration was to 
have been made against Sir George 3. 
White's position to the left and much 
farther to the rear. The Orange Free 
Staters, who had been massing in and 
back of Tintwa pass sir.ce having been 
driven back by Gen. White several days 
ago, 
again advanced 
toward 
Acton 


Homes for the purpose of engaging 
White. The news of the defeat of their 
forces at Dundee hill, however, arrived 
before they were able to cover half the. 
distance and the plan was' suddenly 
changed. It is now believed the Free 
Staters have fallen back toward Tint- 
wa pass and that, re-enforced by some 
of the remnants of Joubert's other col- 
umn, 
they will make a fierce charge 


on Sir George S. White's camp at 
JLaflysmith. 
' . 


Thei-e is a suspicion that the Boers 


will make another effort to take Glen- 
coe, probably employing other tactics. 
They 'may try long-reaching raids and 
incursions rather. lan fighting in the 
open field, in which they never have 
been successful. 


KUKOPB

Secret Naval Movements Ordered and 


Hago Array of JTor<;e Displayed. 


Londc&, Oct. 21.—International com- 


plications are already growing out of 
the Transvaal. W'hat these complica- 
tions are and where they originate the 
governments 
involved are keeping 


strictly secret, but Great Britain is evi- 
dently aware of them, for Friday her 
greatest fleet shipped anchor. 


It is this sudden show of power on 


the sea that reveals an. expectancy of 
trouble. 
Secret naval movements aro 


already under way. It is believed the 
channel fleet will mobilize and'proceed 
to Gibraltar, where it will be in touch 
with ' the 
powerful 
Mediterranean 


squadron. In th$ rnaanticne the port 
guardships will be formed into a home 
squadron. 


There is much speculation as to what 


power this mobilization is aimed at. 
It is generally believed to be France, 
as Germany has given assurances of 
her strict neutrality. - 


It is considered likely that the chan- 


nel fleet intends to guard the Mediter- 
ranean sea and protect the Suez canal. 


The • fleet will probably rendezvous 


at Portland, where' flying squadrons 
always assemble. . It 
is Uie 
most 


powerful fleet afloat, composed of all 
new battleships, cruisers and • torpedo 
boats of great speed. Sir Harry Raw- 
son is the fleet commander.

Notes On Bread-Making. 


REQUISITES. 


FIRST—The best flour (Gold Medal) 


fresh, sweet yeast, pure water or milk 
scalded, clean salt, sweet butter or lard, if 
shortening; is used, an d a good oven. 


SECOND—A cook who knows how 


to use these things or one willing to learn 
and practice with skill, strength and pa- 
tience. 


Third —Flour should be kept .in a dry 


place. 
Bring flour,. milk or water, and 


dough to a temperature of 70 degrees; 
keep doors and -windows shut 
Do not 


knead dough to stiff; a soft dough makes 
tender bread. Let it rise to double size, 
.but not over-rise, especially in loaves, this 
is fatal. 
To prevent bread from rising 


unevenly in the oven, 'turn loat end for 
end ;every five minutes- In forty or fifty 
minutes the loaf will shrink and slip easily 
"fromthe . pan. Should,1 have an evenly 
browned crust. 


Note these points carefully. Next 'we give a 


recipe for water bread.
